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Joint and Separate Returns

Almost without exception a married couple will reduce 


their income tax by filing a joint return rather than separate 
returns. 


But since there are situations where separate returns are 


advantageous, a safe rule of thumb is to try both methods. 
Then use the one that produces the smaller tax payment or 
greater refund. 


Here are some typical cases where saving results from 


the use of separate returns. 


• A young husband and wife each has a small income and 


standard deductions. The combined tax on separate returns 
frequently is a few dollars less than the tax called for on a 
joint return. 


• A husband and wife each has income and one of them 


has considerable medical expense for the year. Since such 
'•xpenses for taxpayers under 65 are deductible only after 
they exceed 3 per cent of income, a greater deduction is 
possible on the separate return. 


• A husband and a wife each had a sizable capital loss 


for the year. On a joint return they would be limited to a 
$1,000 net capital loss. On separate returns each might be 
"ligible for the $1,000 loss. 


Or, one of the mates could have a capital gain and the other 


••; capital loss for the year. On separate returns the gain could 
receive favored capital gains treatment (only one-half tax- 


<bh> if it was a long-term transaction) and the full $1,000 net 


', apital loss could be claimed on the other return. 


There is one cardinal rule in the filing of separate returns: 


Had) spouse must itemize his individual deductions or each 
must use the 10 per cent standard or the minimum standard 
deduction. Of course, the standard deduction is limited to 
8500 on separate returns of married persons.

A joint return may be filed even though only one of the 


spouses had taxable income for the year. Whenever a joint 
return is filed it MUST include ALL the income of each of 
the spouses. 


Furthermore, a joint return may be filed only by a husband 


and wife. A widow may not file a joint return with her wage- 
earning son. And income of your dependent children is 
NEVER added to your income on your tax* return. 


Whe*e one of the marriage partners died during the tax 


year the surviving spouse may file a joint return in the year 
of death and claim a full year's exemption credit for the de- 
ceased spouse. For two years thereafter, if the surviving 
spouse has not remarried and is maintaining a home for a 
dependent child he is entitled to compute his tax using 
Tax Schedule II, but including his own income, exemptions 
and deductions. 


In those two years after death no exemption credit may 


be taken for the deceased person. Nevertheless, a reduced 


tax will result because of the income-splitting features and 
lower rates in Tax Schedule II. 


A TIP TO NEWLYWEDS: Perhaps the husband and wife 


who were married toward the end of the year may have been 
college students for most of the year and were supported by 
their parents. Before filing a joint return each should check 
with his or her dad. If the bride and groom file separate re- 
turns, the parents of each may still be entitled to claim the 
son or daughter as a dependent for the year. But as soon as 
the newlyweds file a joint return they close the door to that 
possibility.

Social Security Commis- 


sioner Robert M. Ball says al- 
most 14 million persons past 
65 have now enrolled for this 
supplementary insurance, de- 
signed, chiefly to cover doctor 
bills. 


And by the end of the 


initial enrollment period 
next month, Ball said So- 
cial S e c u r i t y should 
reach its goal of signing 
up 80 to 90 per cent of 
the 19 million cligiblcs— 
between 15.2 million and 
17.1 million persons. 
Following is an exclusive 


question-answer interview on 
this subject with the chief of 
the Social Security Adminis- 
tration: 


A—So far about 13.5 mil- 


lion, over 70 per cent of those 
eligible. And the first enroll- 
ment period doesn't end until 
March 31, so I'm confident 
that by the end of next month 
we'll have 80 to 90 per cc-nt 
of the 19 million cligibles en- 
rolled. 


Q—Who is eligible for this 


insurance? 


A—Just about everybody 


over 65 is eligible regardless 
of whether or not he ever 
worked under Social Sccurtiy 
and whether or not he intends 
to retire. 


Q—How many have turned 


down this insurance? 


A—Something over a mil- 


lion, or six per cent of the 
total eligible. But many of 
those who have said no arc 
changing their minds. 


Q—What reasons do they 


give fof turning it down? 


A—Many of those who give 


a reason say they can't afford 
it, 


Q—How much docs the sup- 
plementary Insurance cost? 


A—$3 a month ' fof each

Q—How fs the premium to 
be paid? 


A—If

Otherwise, 
the person will be billed by 
Social Security at regular in- 
tervals. 


Q—What .other reasons do 


people give for refusing the 
insurance? 


A—Many have said — and 


this is generally a mistaKen 
reason—that they don't want 
the supplementary insurance 
because they already' have 
such coverage either through 
Blue Shield or Blue Cross or 
a commercial firm, 


Q—But will the "Blues" 


and commercial companies 
continue such coverage after 
Medicare take effect? 


A—That's just it. Most of 


them have made it clear they 
aren't going'to duplicate for 
the aged what Medicare of- 
fers, and most arc urging 
their policyholders to sign up. 
Some already have announced 
how they are going to change 
their coverage once Medicare 
begins. 


Q—That's next July 1? 
A—Yes. That's when all 


Medicare b e n e f i t s except 
those pertaining to skilled 
nursing homes go into effect.

The Case Lincoln Lost 


On a fateful autumn day in In- 


diana, in the f&arth year of (he 
Civil War, Union soldiers entered 
the home of Lambdin P. Milligan 
and placed him under arrest. 


The soldiers were acting on or- 


ders of President Abraham Lincoln, 
their commander in chief. Milligan, 
suspected of aidrirg the Confederate 
CPUSC, was speedily found guilty by 
a military court and sentenced to 
b'e hung. 


But nine days before he was to 


die, Milligan—invoking the ancient 
writ of habeas corpus—demanded 
his freedom. He claimed that, as a 
civilian, he could not lawfully be 
punished by a military court. 


How far may military power 


reach in wartime? For a nation 
dedicated to individual liberty, the 
issue was a wrenching one.

Lincoln himself argued that, with 


war convulsing the country, he was 
justified in taking drastic means to 
crush disloyalty on the home front. 


But there were weighty points 


too on the other side of the argu- 
ment. Not only was Milligan a 
civilian, but he had been arrested in 
Indiana — where, at the time, no 
hostilities were under way. 


Most important, Indiana's civil 


courts were still open for business, 
ready, willing, and able to hear the 
charges against Milligan if given 
the chance. 


On April 3, 1866, 18 months 


afier Milliyan's arrest, the United 
Slates Supreme Court set him free. 
Holding that the military trial was 
unlawful, the Court thereby marked 
out historic limits beyond which 
martial authority must not go. 


Oddly enough, this decision con- 


demning Lincoln's action was writ- 
ten by his own devoted friend, 
Justice David Davis. Lincoln by 
then was already dead. Yet it is 
easy to imagine that if still alive, 
with the awful pressures of war 
behind him, he might have ap- 
plauded the judge's words: 


"The Constitution is a la\v for 


rulers and people, equally in war 
and peace, and covers with the 
shield of its protection all classes of 
men. at all times, and under all 
circumstances."

She was asked in the presence

Powers, following their acquit- 
tal Sunday in the 1964 slaying of 
her multimillionaire husband: 


"Mrs. Mossier, will you and 


Mel Powers be married?" 


In a little girl voice, normal 


for her but tinged it seemed 
with a trace of vexation, Mrs. 
Mossier with her children be- 
hind her, replied at a news con- 
ference: 


"We don't have any intentions 


in that direction." 


Union between aunt and neph- 


ew is generally forbidden by 
American 
law, 
although 
it 


would be possible outside the 
United States. Florida law pro- 
hibits marriage between blood 
aunt and nephew. 


Less than three hours earlier, 


Mrs. Mossier and Powers had 
been acquitted by an all-male 
jury of the brutal slaying of her 
husband, Jacques Mossier, 69. 
He was gray, slender, and, in 
the words of the state, stood in 
the way of an incestuous love 
affair between his wife and her 
nephew. The defendants, if con- 
victed, could have gone to the 
electric chair.

Mrs. 
Mossier 
and 


Powers at the unusual news 
conference in a downtown Mi- 
ami hotel were Mrs. Mossler's 
two blonde grown children by 
her first marriage, and the four 
attractive youngsters she and 
Jacques Mossier adopted during 
their marriage. 


Most of them figured in the 


eventual disposal of Mossler's 
$33-million banking and loan 
business. 


"By July the entire estate 


should be distributed," said 
Mrs. Mossler's chief attorney, 
Clyde Woody. 


Mrs. Mossier, sensitive about 


her age, places it at 40. Powers 
is 29.

Fulbright has offered a rider 


saying that approval of the 
measure or the furnishing of 
economic and military assist- 
ance to any country cannot be 
construed as a commitment to 
defend those nations with Amer- 


• ican forces. 


The Arkansas Democrat con- 


tends that the United States' 
involvement in the Viet Nam 
t:onflicl had its beginnings with 
the furnishing of economic nid. 


He warned Sunday that if the 


Viet Nam war becomes "open- 
ended" there is real danger of 
war with China and announced 
his committee will begin Tues- 
day a series of hearings "to in-

understanding of 


China." 


At a point in the committee's 


request to Rusk is a commu- 
nique issued at Bangkok during 
the course of the vice presi- 
dent's recent nine-nation tour of 
Asia and the Pacific which said:
